WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Dwight Eisenhower Mon- 
day ordered the U.S. Justice 
Department to seek a court in- 
junction to halt the U.S.’s mara- 
thon steel strike for 80 days. 

The White House announced 
that a petition for an injune- 
tion under the Taft-Hartley Law 
will be sought in Federal Dis- 
trict Court in Pittsburgh Tues- 
day afternoon. 


Eisenhower acted = shortly 
after his fact finding board re- 
ported failure in efforts to set- 
tle the 97-day strike. 

In-a statement, the President 
said. 

“America’s hopes for a vol- 
untary, responsible settlement 
have not been fulfilled. 

“It is a sad day for the na- 
“tion.” 

Granting of a Taft-Hartley in- 
junction would halt the steel 
shutdown while efforts to reach 
a settlement continued.

In a letter to Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam P. Rogers, Eisenhower 
said—as he did in first invok- 
ing the~Taft-Hartley process on 
Oct, 9—that the strike would 
imperil national health and 
safety if permitted to continue. 

Eisenhower's statement said: 

“It is essential to the national 
interests that production be re- 
sumed immediately in the steel 
industry. 

“Free collective bargaining 
has not worked in this dispute 
despite the dedicated efforts of 
the Federal Government and the 
fact-finding board of inquiry.” 

The presidential fact-finders 
had reported “with sad hearts” 
their failure to settle the strike. 

White House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said earlier 
in the day that Eisenhower was 
not acting immediately and had 
placed “no time limit” on his 
study of the fact-finding report.

Kanichiro Ishihara, . deputy 
director of the Central Japan 
Disaster Countermeasure Head- 
quarters, reported at a Cabinet 
meeting that damage in Nara 
Prefecture was heaviest along 
the banks of the Yoshino River 
where trees and debris drifting 
from the upper reaches had 
clogged the river’s flow. 

Ishihara said the repairing of 
broken dikes and sea walls was 
proceeding smoothly in Aichi 
and Mie prefectures.

Typhoon No. 19 (Dinah), with 
center winds of 65 meters per 
second, was located about 600 
kilometers west-southwest of 
Iwo Jima at 6 p.m. yesterday, 
the Meteorological Agency an- 
nounced last night. 

The new typhoon was moving 
at 28 kilometers per hour in a. 
northerly direction. 

It was expected to continue 
its present course until this 
afternoon and move toward the 
southern coast of Honshu, then 
swerve northeast and blow off 
into the eastern sé@as. How- 
ever, it may keep on moving on 
the northerly course and ap-, 
proach the southern coasts of 
Japan.

| Werks conference on air pollu- 
Uon was opened here Tuesday 
by the Lord Mayor of London, 
,Sir Harold G illett, to mark the 
60th anniversary of the British 
| National Clean Air Society. 


Patron of the conference, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, sent a mes- 
sage saying he was sure the 
discussions at the conference, 
attended by 30 countries, would 
“go a long way to solving some 
of the acute problems of the 
pollution of the air.” 


“An -industrial society has 
many advantages, but one of the 
disadvantages is dirt,” he said, 


A message of good wishes was 
also received from British 
Prime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan. 


“Much has still to be learned 
about the ways in which air 
| pollution can best be control- 
| led,” he said. “Here surely is a 
| fruitful field for the pooling and 
exchange of knowledge and ex- 
perience and for the interplay 
of opinion.” 


Over 200 delegates from over- 
seas later began a three-day dis- 
cussion of their national air 
pollution problems. 


The Clean Air Society, 
organizers of the conference, 
said delegates were attending 
from these countries;

farmers who employed them, 
mostly in the Yuba, Calif. area 
near San Francisco. | 

“In general,” said Hisayuki | 
Genoku, a native of Ueno in Mie | 
Prefecture, “those who are not 
bitter worked for Caucasian em- 
ployers. It is strange but true 
that the white people, known 
for their discrimination against 
colored people, were nicer to us 
than the Issei and Nisei. 


Genoku, who praised his 
white employes, said he was 
paid $2 an hour for working 
in a Caucasian farmer's nur- 
sery and $1.20 an hour for other 
farm jobs. 

“I owned a big car and had 
a very good time. I am entirely 
satisfied,” he said. 


Particularly angry was Mitsuo 
Sato, 23, of Nikaho, Akita Pre- 
fecture, 


> 

“I have lived a slave's life for 
three years on a farm operated 
by a Japanese immigrant near 
Yuba City,” he said. “If the 
word slave hurts American feel- 
ings, perhaps I should say serf. 
I received 82 to 85 cents an hour 
and that was hiked to 87 cents 
three months ago—quite a bit 
better than a serf's wages. But 
I was still a serf denied all free 
doms. 


“My employer, his foremen 
and other Japanese immigrants 
stared at me as if I were a 
peasant, ... I got out of Yuba 
only three times throughout the 
three-year period, I understand 
none of us were permitted to 
step out of California during 
the employment.” 

Sato said he and his compan- 
ions thought they could quit 
their jobs in America or trans- 
fer every six months, but his 
employer interpreted the con- 
tract to mean he could be kept 
in one place for the full three 
years. He said a number of 
Japanese were branded Commu- 
nists in 1957 when they protest- 
ed this interpretation. 

Others complained they were 
shuttled from farm to farm, one 
being transferred 20 times. 

‘One farmer said he had heard 
that Japanese coal miners now 
in West Germany are treated as 
equals there and that one mar- 
ried a German girl. 

When told this was true, he 
said: “Nonfraternization with 
American girls was one of the 


conditions of our going to 
California. 
“Serfs aren't supposed to 


make love.”

In addition to the above two 
sets, the past month has seen 
the release of Fricsay’s Ninth 
on the Grammophon iabel. 
This will be reviewed in a later 
column, since the test record 
did not arrive in time for in- 
clusion here. Both of these 
new. releases deserve a high 
place in the list of Ninths, 
which now number 14 in the 
Japanese catalog. The Victor 
set .offers one of the most 
orginal performances of the 
“Choral” Symphony I _ have 
ever heard. Munch's reading 
of the score is tremendously 
dynamic, driven along at an 
unusually fast pace and marked 
by powerful climaxes and 
strongly accented rhythms, A 
large part of the credit for this 
remarkable performance goes to 
the brilliant playing of the 
Boston Symphony. Although 
many people may find this a 
rather “unfeeling” . perform- 
ance, one which fails to bring 
out the inner meaning of the 
music, few will deny that 
Munch's bold _ interpretation 
makes it a very refreshing ex- 
perience. 

Diametrically opposed to the 
Munch version is Cluyten’s 
reading, which places consider- 
able emphasis on the romantic 
and ivrical aspects of the Ninth. 
This is a far more orthodox 
performance, and an extremely 
creditable one at that, making 
the most of the many subtle 
beauties of this work. The 
third and fourth movements are 
particularly impressive. How- 
ever, I found the tempo of the 
first movement a little too slow 
for my liking. 

The soloists in both sets are 
very competent, and there isri't 
much to choose between them. 
However, I prefer the German 
chorus which has a generally 
better tone than its American 
counterpart. The sopranos in 
the Munch set are inclined to 
“shriek” at times, perhaps be- 
cause they are forced to sing 
at such high pressure. Both 
recordings are very good, es- 
pecially the Cluytens which 


has more depth and resonance 
than its rival. 

As for the couplings, Munch's 
Fifth is built on the same dy- 
namic lines as his Ninth, It has 
the same fast tempi and the 
same boldness of approach. 
Cluyten's Ninth carries the 
_Bighth on the fourth side, and 
a very distinguished perform- 
ance it is, In fact, it. ranks 
very high among thé many 
existing versions of this sym- 
phony. _ Incidentally, Munch's 
Ninth is also cotipled with the 
Eighth on the original RCA 
disc. The Cluytens disc has a 
big advantage in the price fac- 
tor, representing as it does the 
first recording of the Ninth 
coupled with another symphony 
on four 30 cm. sides to be pric- 
ed at only ¥3,000, 


Serkin’s Mozart 


Piano Concerto in D minor, K.

A fine record of the popular 
D minor concerto marred by a 
somewhat unattractive coup- 
ling. The F minor concerto is 
pleasant enough, but not nearly 
so well organized as most of 
Mozart's other mature concertos. 
However, this is the first record- 
ing of this work to make its ap- 
pearance here and can therefore 
be said to have a very strong 
raison d'etre. Serkin gives a 
very fluent, refined rendering of 
both works, though I myself 
would have preferred a little 
more forcefulness in the first 
movement of the D _ minor. 
Schneider's accompaniment in 
the D minor, on the other hand, 
seems a little too dramatic and 
heavy-handed. Taken as a 
whole, however, these perfor- 
mances deserve very high 
marks. The recording is first- 
class.

Science Report 


Use of Silicone on Walls 
Protect Houses From Rain 


By WALTER THEIMER 


BONN (DK)—Protecting the 
walis of houses against mois- 
ture has been an old problem 
of builders. Today a good deal 
of porous construction materials 
is used, since their internal cavi- 
ties and capillaries make them 
excellent thermic insulators. If 
it rains, however, these light 
bricks tend to absorb moisture 
just because of their many 
cavities, and thermic insulation 
comes to an end, apart from 
other sequels. 


Two German ceramic chemists, 
Krischer and Rohnalter, have 
studied the conduction of heat 
in bricks as influenced by mois- 
ture, and have found that re- 
cent light bricks show rather 
an unfavorable behavior in this 
respect. Plates insulating rooms 
against noise, in ever increas- 
ing demand today, also contain 
many inner cavities and may 
absorb moisture when in con- 
tact with the outside air or 
moist walls.

With silicones, available in 
many types, the outer surfaces 
of houses can be “impregnated” 
so as to repel rain much as a 
raincoat does while remaining 
permeable to ajr. The use of 
silicones is growing steadily, 
and according to a report by 
Drs. Krauss and Weissbach of 
the well-known Bayer Chemical 
Co. of Leverkusen experiences 
have been very favorable. 

The chemists at Leverkusen 
have developed silicone protec- 
tives for buildings in various 
types. Last year they launched 
a new type which is added to 
the mortar, roughcasting, or 
varnish beforehand, which 
saves an extra operation for 
“impregnating.” Siliconization 
gives protection for five to 
seven years according to experi- 
ences in West-Germany. On 
walls freshly siliconized rain- 
drops can be seen running 
down; this effect may disappear 
after some time, but the mate- 
rial remains fully water-repel- 
lent. The shade of the color of 
walls does not change during 
rain. Less dirt accumulates on 
the walis, since the water run- 
ning down “washes” the house. 
This is important in places 
with atmospheres that are dirty, 
soot-filled, or full of dust. 
Moisture no longer penetrates, 
and thermic insulation remains 
undiminished.

Delinquency Cut | 
By Curfew Laws _ 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Three of 
the nation’s largest cities are 
winning their battles against 
juvenile delinquency by keeping 
kids off the streets at night. 

And if the youngsters in Chi- 
cago, Detroit and Philadelphia 
continue to misbehave, their 
parents can go to jail. 


Police in the three cities re- 
ported that juvenile delinquency 
and gang wars Have subsided 
steadily ever since curfews for 


In all three cities, the par- 
ents of juvenile offenders are 


sible for their children. If a 
father or mother refuses to keep 
his child out of trouble, that 
parent can wind up in court, 
be fined, or be sentenced to jail. 


In contrast, New York City 
has no curfew laws. New York 
also has an estimated 7,000 
teen-age gang members and an 
outbreak of murderous juvenile 
warfare. 


The curfew laws varied in de- 
tail but followed the same prin- 
ciple of enforcement and watch- 
fulness. 


In Chicago, boys 17 years old 
or younger and gifls 18 or 
younger must be off the streets 
by 10:30 p.m. on weekdays and 
by 11:30 on weekends. About 
400 offenders are brought into 
police stations each month to 
be interviewed by youth officers. 
If they are picked up a second 
time, their parents are called 
In. If there is a third offense, 
the parents are in danger of 
jail. 


In Detroit, children under 12 
are cleared off the streets at 10 
p.m., children aged 12 to 13 by 
11 p.m., and 14 to 16 vear olds 
by midnight. On Fridays, the 
older children can stay out 
until 1 a.m, Parents of repeat- 
ed offenders receive tickets and 
are summoned to traffic court. 


Philadelphia’s curfew is simi- 
lar to Chicago's, but with a 
twist. Children must be off the 
streets by 10:30 on weekdays 
and by midnight on weekends 
unless accompanied by adults. 
The parents of curfew violators 
get a warning the first time and 
fines or even prison sentences 
afterward. Any children found 
out too late can be brought to 
headquarters for questioning.

U.S. Development Loan Fund 
Adopts New Lending Policy 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The United States Devel- 
opment Loan Fund Monday an- 
nounced a major change in its 
lending policy. 

Vance Brand, managing direc- 
tor of the fund, told a press 
conference that in future “par- 
ticularly in financing the for- 
eign exchange costs of develop- 
ment projects and programs, 
the fund would place primary 
emphasis on the financing of 
goods and services of U.S. ori- 
gin.” 

The fund, a government agen- 
cy now in its third year of ope- 
rations, extends credits to sup- 
port both public and private 
undertakings in underdeveloped 
nations. 

Brand said the agency had 
made the change because of “the 
growth in the economic strength 
of the industrialized countries 
of the Free World and their 
steadily increasing ability to 


assist the less developed coun-

tries” and because of changes 
in the world payments situa- 
tion. 

“There is now a fair presump- 
tion that other industrialized 
countries which export capital 
goods to the less developed coun- 
tries are in a financial position 
to provide long-term loans on 
reasonable terms to assist such 
countries in their development 
programs,” Brand said. 

“The board of directors of 
the fund in the application of 
this new policy will, in the case 
of those projects or programs 
which have reached an advanc- 
ed point of consideration by 
the fund under its previous 
policies, give consideration to 
the avoidance of undue hard- 
ship.”

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Japan’s Economic Success 
With an economy that is so overwhelmingly dependent 
upon foreign trade, and which from its very nature is 
somewhat precarious, it is natural for Japan to be con- 
stantly taking stock of her financial and commercial posi- 


tion. 


In doing so, unjustifiable pessimism is sometimes shown 
by the stocktakers, but perhaps this tendency is less 
dangerous than a carefree overoptimism that believes every- 


thing will turn out all right of its own accord. 


Never- 


theless, it must be borne in mind that Japan runs the risk 
of alienating valuable friends if she adopts measures to 
counteract economic threats that do not exist—at least to 


any serious extent. 


This country is now being subjected to criticism in a. 
GATT inquiry into the restrictions imposed by the Gov- 
ernment against imports from a number of ‘foreign coun- 
tries. On the whole, we doubt if Japan is a greater sinner 
in this respect than most other countries although there 
may be some specific instances where redress is called for. 
The United States is asking that Japan immediately lift 
her restrictions on the import of 10 articles from that 
country, including soybeans, while Australia is asking for 
liberalization of imports of Australian wheat. 

The Japanese Government keeps a tight hand on 
imports in order to keep the country’s balance of inter- 
national payments in a healthy state and, on the whole, 
we think it has succeeded in doing this without inflicting 
any serious wrong on those who seek to sell their goods 
here and who are also Japan’s customers. 

Japan has already announced her intention to liberalize 
her import trade as much as she feels is possible, and 
as soon as possible, and we hope there will be no hesitation 
in carrying out this policy so long as the nation’s economic 


welfare is not put in jeopardy. 


There must never be 


restrictions for restrictions sake. 


We would like to see trade throughout the world 
completely free, but we realize that this is a counsel of 


perfection which it is very difficult to realize. 


We can 


only advance toward this ideal, even if we accept it as 
the ultimate goal, step by step and with reasonable caution. 
There are perfectly sound reasons why Japan at the present 
time may prefer to buy certain classes of goods in certain 


markets. 


There is a general consensus of opinion abroad that 
Japan’s economy is at present in a prosperous condition. 
The U.S. Commerce Department, in one of its latest pub- 


lications, speaks of the 


“current Japanese boom.” It 


points out that Japan’s industrial production jumped 18 
per cent in the first half of the present year over the same 
period in 1958 and the recovery of the textile industry, 
stimulated by strong export and domestic demand, has 
been one of the most encouraging developments. 

Japan's foreign exchange reserves reached an all-time 
peak of $1,201 million at the end of July, and the U.S. 
Commerce Department’s comment on this achievement 
is that “a sharp cutback in imports begun in early 1957 
was considered primarily responsible for reversing Japan’s 
balance of payments from a heavy deficit to a sizable 


surplus.” 


We might add that, this being the case, it is 


only common sense for Japan not to wish for another 
inrush of imports which could lead to the loss of this 
excellent balance and perhaps put the country in the red 


again. 


Consequently, although our objective is greater 


liberalization of trade we cannot afford to become reckless 


in the matter of imports. 


We consider the Government's 


record in economic 


matters is a good one, all things considered, and that 
the criticisms leveled against it are mostly ill-founded. 


Mr. B. H. Thibodeaux, U.S. Minister for -Economic 
Affairs in Tokyo, in a recent address before the American 
Chamber of Commerce, drew a bright picture of Japan's 


economic situation. 


He pointed out that sound principles 


of fiscal and monetary management were known here and, 


moreover, they were applied. 


In 1957, for example, he 


said, a runaway import boom was brought to heel, primarily 


by a tight-money policy. 


The national debt was small, 


amounting to an average of only about $30 per capita. 
Prices had been s‘.vle, wage increases had been possible 
without inflation, with the result that levels of living had 
increased. The people had confidence in their currency, 
and the rate of saving was one of the highest in the world. 

The London Times also notes that the present year 
has been one of “economic recovery and renewed progress” 


for Japan. It does point out, 


however, that the system of 


bilateral trading sponsored by the Japanese Government 
as part of the export drive sometimes means that Japanese 
industrialists are forced to buy their raw materials in 


markets where prices are above the world levels. 


That 


is another aspect of the import situation, but’ we fear 
that under present circumstances it can hardly be obviated.

The word “disarmament” is 
once again a _ serious topic 
among the world’s policy 
makers because of two recent 
developments. The decision of 
last August, as an offshoot of 
the Foreign Ministers’ Confer- 
ence at Geneva, to create a 10- 
power disarmament commission 
to begin functioning in Janu- 
ary next year is one. 

The other, of course, is the 
bombshell proposal by Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
at the U.N. General Assembly 
last month for a total disarma- 
ment of the world by stages in 
four years. 

Generally, the term “disarma- 
ment” has been used for the 
following three distinct mean- 
ings: 1) the penal destruction 
or reduction of the armament 
of a country defeated in war 
(eg. that of Germany and 
Japan), 2) the complete aboli- 
tion of all armament; and 3) 
the reduction and limitation of 
national armament by general 
international agreement. 

But the distinction between 
the last two appears to have 
become increasingly tenuous of 
late because of the development 
of the superweapons, As in the 
case of the Soviet proposal, dis- 
armament of the second mean- 
ing’ is preceded by that of the 
third. 


Not Unrelated Plans 

The two plans are not totally 
unrelated to each other. Al- 
though the 10-power commis- 
sion for studying disarmament 
would be technically an extra- 
U.N. body, the Soviet proposal 
made in the U.N. may very well 
be scrutinized by this proposed 
organ, which is to maintain 
close contact with the world 
body through its secretary gen- 
eral. 

Although reaction the world 
over to the bold Soviet plan of 
stripping all the powers of 
armament varied, no nation 
was able to reject it as a sheer 
dream incapable of being realiz- 
ed. To many interested in the 
question of how to keep world 
peace, the suggestion appeared 
to be the first step in the right 
direction. 

For while the Soviet proposal 
makes no mention of it, total 
disarmament, if carried out by 
the U.N. would inevitably sug- 


gest that the U.N. can fill the I 


hiatus thus created with an 
armed establishment of its own. 

The U.N. Charter places res- 
ponsibility on the Security Coun- 
cil for preparing and submitting 
plans for the regulation of na- 
tional armaments, while the 
General Assembly may discuss 
and recommend principles gov- 
erning “disarmament and the re- 
gulation of armaments.” 

This word “regulation” im- 
plies not only limitation or re- 
duction of national armaments 
but also making available to the 
U.N. armaments for its own 
purposes. 

Numerous Proposals 

Accordingly, efforts were 
made to live up to the provisions 
in the face of many an obstacle. 
The General Assembly’s Atomic 
Energy Commission began its 
deliberations in June 1946, made 
its reports in 1946, 1947 and 
1948, but the last report record- 
ed an impasse in negotiations 
among the nations involved, In 
its fifth session in 1950, the 
General Assembly considered a 
U.S. proposal to combine the 
work of the Atomic Energy and 
the Conventional Armaments 
Commissions. In January 1952, 
the assembly voted to merge 
the two into a Disarmament 
Commission, which consisted of 
members of the Security Coun- 
cil and Canada. 

This commission was to pre-

Economic Plan 

The Liberal-Democratic Party 
has made public its 10-year eco- 
nomic plan designed to double 
the nation’s income within that 
period. A similar plan to be 
announced shortly is expected 
to overlap the contents of the 
party plan. Under the party 
plan, the gross national product 
will amount to ¥22,400,000 mil- 
lion and the annual rate of eco- 


nomic growth is estimated at: 


7.2 per cent. For the attain- 
ment of this gross national pro- 
duct and economic growth rate, 
a minimum of $7,000 million in 
exports is said required. As ex- 
plained in the plan, the 7.2 per 
cent rate must be maintained to 
attain the goals of the plan. 
However, it is not clear in the 
plan how the Government and 
the party proposes to raise the 
rate to 7.2 per cent from the 
6.5 per cent set for the present 
economic program covering the 
fiscal 1958-1962 period. The Gov- 
ernment and the party should 
aslo clarify whether the plan 
is an outlook based on mere 
wishful thinking or a plan 
worked out with definite intent 
to put into practice. — Asahi 
Shimbun 


U.N. Council Seat 

The United Nations Security 
Council has so far failed to 
select a country to succeed Japan 
as a permanent member. Both 
Poland and Turkey vied for the 
post but neither has sueceeded 
in securing a needed two-thirds 
vote. It is considered reason- 
able to increase the number of 
seats for permanent members. 


The original member nations of 
the United Nations numbered 51 
and the present member nations 
are 82 or cn increase of 31 na- 
tions. It is therefore considered 
necessary to increase the num- 
ber of the seats in proportion 
to an increase in the number of 
member nations. Representing 
20 Central and South American 
nations, two nations occupy the 
permanent member seats while 
only one nation represents the 
Asian-African group. It should 
be borne in mind that the Asian- 
African nations hold more seats 
than Central and South Ameri- 
can nations in the United Na- 
tions.—Yomiuri Shimbun 


Charcoal Industry 


The charcoal industry in 
northern Japan is going the 
way of all sunset industries. 
Modern fuel like gas and oil as 
well as electricity have drasti- 
cally reduced the demand for 
charcoal and forced many char- 
coal makers to turn to other 
business. Speculative buying 
by brokers and excessive com- 
missions pocketed by retail 
shops have combined to push 
up the price of charcoal on the 
consumer market. But no part 
of the big profit reaches the 
charcoal makers themselves. 
Outdated sales tactics and lack 
of advertising are also respon- 
sible for the recession in the 
charcoal industry. The Char- 
coal Association has recently 
launched a move to eliminate 
excessive squeezing by brokers. 
effective results cannot be 
obtained, however, unless the 
eharcoal makers are organized 
into a solid group. Steps should 
also be taken to absorb the 
charcoal makers who are forced 
to seek other means of living.— 
Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai)

pare proposals for the regula- 
tion, limitation and balanced re- 
duction of all armed forces and 
armaments for the elimination 
of weapons of mass destruction. 
Yet, little progress toward an 
acceptable plan was noted. 

The history of the U.N. is 
marked by numerous proposals 
toward reduction of armaments 
without tangible results latgely 
due to the irreconcilable East- 
West disparity in view. 

Also unsuccessful were at- 
tempts at creating a U.N. force, 
as provided for by the charter. 
All members of the U.N. are 
to make available to the Secu- 
rity Council, according to the 
charter, “armed forces, assist- 
ance, and facilities, including 
rights of passage.” This is to be 
done by “special agreement or 
agreements” to be concluded 
between the council and the 
member states. 


New Soviet Angle 

In order to realize what the 
charter stipulates, the Security 
‘Council established a Military 
Staff Committee in early 1946. 
Following a year and a half of 
study, the committee made its 
report to the council, which, 
however, failed to agree on 
adopting it. 

Sporadic efforts have since 
been made with no _ results 
while the U.N. remained notab- 
ly without means to ex- 
ecute enforcement action—the 
key feature which was to dist- 
inguish the postwar peace organ 
from its impotent predecessor, 
the League of Nations. 

The recent Soviet proposal, 
however, seems to offer an 
entirely new angle for the 


combined problem of disarma- 
ment and creation of a U.N, 
force. 

It would be interesting to 
watch how the Soviet Union 
of today would react to a pro- 
posal in the Security Council 
to consider reports, old or new, 
by the Military Staff Committee 
on the establishment of a U.N. 
force. 

Reasons for Failure 

One of the basic reasons why 
the U.N. has so far failed to 
create an armed service of its 
own seems to be that the U.N, 
charter itself provides for it on 
the basic assumption that its 
members do not abandon their 
national armaments completely. 

If these sovereign states are 
to discard all their armaments, 
however, as the Soviet Premier 
proposed, then, the military 
vacuum will have to be filled 
by an international police force 
at the command of the U.N. 
This is a point touched upon 
by U.S. representative Henry 
Cabot Lodge in his address to 
the Political Committee of the 
General Assembly on Oct, 14. 

Abolition of national arma- 
ments will also mean, ipso 
facto, abrogation of the various 
regional security arrangements, 


eg. Warsaw Pact, NATO, 
SEATO, U.5S.Japan Security 
Pact, etc. 


This is another reason why 
tlle U.N. itself will have to be 
strengthened with “teeth.” And 
the world powers would do well 
to start \considering seriously 
once again the vital matter of a 
permanent U.N. force’ simul- 
taneously with the study of 
disarmament plans.

Nishio’s Good-By to Socialist Party 


The “farewell” statement 
made by right-wing leader Sue- 
hiro Nishio and his followers 
Sunday virtually caused a split 
in the Socialist Party which had 
gained its unified status through 
the merger of the rightist and 
leftist Socialists in October 1955. 


The .crisis was the fifth in a 
series since the party was in- 
augurated in November 1945, 
only a few months after Ja- 
pan’s surrender in World War 


The Socialists had suffered 
two major splits in their 14 
year history, in which the party 
was divided into two opposing 
camps of the rightists and left- 
ists, with both having a consid- 
erably large membership. 


The first major split came 
during the fifth national con- 
vention of the party held in 
January 1950, when a _ class 
party theory of the leftists was 
opposed by the national party 
advocacy of the rightists. 


The second break-up resulting 
over a controversy on the Ja- 
pan-U:S. peace and security 
treaties between the two rival 
camps gripped the party at the 
time of the eighth national con- 
vention held in October of the 
following next year. 


Not True Split 


At the crucial convention, the 
rightists supported the peace 
treaty but opposed the security 
pact, while the leftist objected 
to both. 


The latest crisis, according to 
the party’s leadership faction 
led by chairman Mosaburo 
Suzuki, is not a split in the true 
sense of the term. The Suzuki 
group, taking the stand that a 
split should be so called only 
when the two party is divided 
into two major groups, terms it 
as a mere “seccession of a 
minor group of members from 
the party.” 

Such a view of the leadership 
faction stems from judgment 
formed at the time of two for- 
mer cases of secessiom one in- 
volving extreme rightist Rikizo 
Hirano and 15 other party men 
in January 1948, and the other 
involving extreme leftist Hisao 
Kuroda and five others in July 
the same year. 

With the leaving of Nishio, 
the Socialist Party has lost 
from its main current all the 
party men who took part in the 


postwar organization of the 
party in 1945. The so-called 
“three rightist Socialist big- 


wigs” who worked for the for- 
mation of the party—Nishio, 
Hirano and Chozaburo Mizu- 
tani—all have gone from the 
party fold, 


Faded From Sight 


Hirano disappeared from the P® 


political limelight when the So- 
cial Renovation Party, which 
he formed after his secession 
from the ty, suffered a 
crushing defeat in a subsequent 
general election. He is now a 
“man of the past.” 

Mizutani is among the follow- 
ers of Nishio who has declared 
setting up a new party—the 
Democratic Socialist Party. 

Nishio’s new party scheme is 
being looked upon with much 
pessimism not only by the left- 
ist groups of the party but also 
by a rightist faction led by for- 
mer chairman Jotaro Kawa- 
kami, who rejected Nishio’s bid 
to form a joint front. 

They observe that (1) the ac- 
tion of the Nishio group which 
blocked the way toward estab- 
lishment of a Socialist regime 
would be criticized severely by 
the public; (2) one-third of uni- 
ons belonging to the Japan 
Trade Union Congress( Zenro), 
on which the Nishio group de- 
pends, supports the Socialist 
Party and opposes Nishio’s new 


party; (3) the Nishio party, 
judging from the “farewell” 
statement of Nishio and other 
factors, would seek a show- 
down only with the Communists 
and the leftist Socialists and 
would remain rather “gener- 
ous” toward ‘the conservatives; 
and (4) the new party would be 
something half way between 
the conservatist and renovation- 
ist camps and would not be 
able to get popular support. 


Suzuki and others believe, 
however, the Nishio group will 
not follow the same destiny as 
Hirano and Kuroda who, after 
the downfall of their parties, 
“submitted unconditionally” to 
the Socialists, 


To Form Party 


Meanwhile, the Nishio group 
plans to withdraw all its men 
from both Houses of the Diet 
next Monday and then organize 
a new club in the Diet. A 
spokesman for this faction says 
that it will work to form a new 
party toward January next year. 


Among its Dietmen who are 
believed certain to join the new 
party are Nishio, Mizutani, 
Motojiro Sugiyama, former vice 
speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and Ushiro Ito. 
Former Prime Minister Tetsu 
Katayama, who is now touring 
in Communist China, is also 
likely to join, 


The spokesman said that the 
faction will be able to win over 
about 10 Dietmen of the Kawa- 
kami group to its fold by the 
time it forms a new party, 
bringing its Diet strength to 
40-45, 

Nishio earlier declared that 
he had no intention whatsoever 
of becoming head of the new 
party. A third person will be 
asked to assume the chairman- 
ship of the Democratic Socialist 
Party, he said. 

Other Support 


Informer sources say that the 
new party organizers have al- 
ready obtained informal con- 
sent of some scholars and cri- 
tics to join. They reportedly 
include Hidezo Inaba, head of 
the National Economy Research 
Society and Sadachika Nabe- 
yama and Shiro Mitamura, both 
ex-Communist political commen- 
tators. 

Nishio group leaders are con- 
fident that their party can hold 
a casting-vote -in between the 
Liberal-Democratic and Socialist 
parties. 


But many turns and twists 
appear in store for the new 
party, since some segments of 
the 720,000-member Japan Trade 
Union Congress (Zenro Kaigi) 
are reportedly hesitating to sup- 
rt it, as pointed out by the 
Suzuki faction. 


Says Nishio, “The present So- 
cialist Party has almost no 
chance to come into power. To 
think they will is sheer non- 
sense.” But observers * are 
agreed that the new party will 
be preoccupied with maintain- 
ing and expanding its organiza- 
tion, at least, for five years to 


come. 

Meanwhile, three Zenro Kaigi 
leaders have decided to run in 
the next Lower House or Up- 
per House election. The trio 
are Hisashi Kageyama, chair- 
man of the Japan Seamen's 
Union, Minoru Takita, Zenro 
chairman and Haruo Wada, 
Zenro secretary general. 

Fear is mounting among their 
supporters, however, that the 
three reformist parties—the 
Communist, Socialist and new 
parties-——-should be absorbed in 
attacking one another and fail 
to put up a determined and 
concerted fight against their 
real enemy—the Kishi Govern- 
ment.

THE HOLY BARBARIANS. By 
Lawrence Lipton. Julian Messner, 
New York, 318 pp. $5. , 


This is the latest on the beat- 
niks, who they are, what they 
are, and—ostensibly—why they 
are. It is all about cool chicks, 
and crazy dealers, flips and far 
out funkies, hot hipsters, spade 
cats, and swinging squares. It 
also comes equipped with the 


glossary from which I have 
copied the above. 
Its main relevance to this 


column, however, is in_ refer- 
ence to Zen Buddhism, a re 
ligion in which the Dharma 
bums have found something. 
What it is, according to the 
book at any rate, turns out to 
be quotes from the work of 
Mr. Alan W. Watts, the author 
of a beat-best-seller called “Beat 
Zen, Square Zen and Zen.” He 
is accompanied, once, with a 
quote from the now canonized 
LD. T. Suzuki. 

There are also references less 
scholarly. One lady has just 
been read a passage from the 
works of Mr. Watts and she 
says that it is Tao. Instantly 
the beats don’t like her. “She's 
a square ,.. She knows ail 
about it—up here...” and the 
speaker taps his forehead “.. . 
but she doesn’t dig it, man.” 
There is also the opinion (Mr. 
Lipton’s) that “if Lawrence 
(D H.) were alive today he 
might be seeking his ‘natural’ 
not supernatural god in Zen 
Buddhism alone with The beat 
generation.” 

Also, amid the biographies 
(the first half of the book is 
beat-biography) is the reference 
to one Judy March and her boy 
friend, who “between dates and 
parties...boned up on Zen and 
cool jazz.” There is also a Gil- 
da Lewis who wanted to get 
married in a Buddhist ceremony 
—but didn’t. Also a paragraph 
on the “best” poets who do not 
read Robert Frost or Carl Sand- 
burg but “can learn more from 
one page of Charles Olsen or 
even a good translation of Zen 
poems. 

There is also part of a poem 
by Gary Snyder (now sitting 
in Kyoto) called “What I Think 
When I Meditate” which in- 
cludes the lines: “...my knees 
hurt my nose runs and I have 
to go/ to the crapper/ toot- 
sweet...” which Mr. Lipton 
equates with the “fooling, clown- 
ing” approach to Zen, some of 
whose greatest masters “were 
Fools in the great tradition.” 


Finally, there is reference to 
Allen Ginsburg (author of 
“Howl”’) who removed all of his 
clothing during a poetry reading 
in Los Angeles, after which Mr. 
Ginsburg smiled to himself 
“with half-closed eyes. A sly, 
mysterious, inner-directed Bud- 
dha smile.” 


Thus it will be seen that Zen 
is thought of as being a forma- 
tive force in the best beat cir- 
cles. It is not, however, one of 
the most interesting. One of the 
most interesting turns out to be 
sex. 

Otherwise, one may note that 
the beat philosophy seems so 
very militant, so very unhumor- 
ous, that even Zen cannot dent 
it. It isthe new Calvinism. If 
you are not poor; if you do not 
sport a beard; if you do not 
wear a dirty shirt; if you are 
not_a junky or a hophead; if 
you do not engage in what it is 
now old-fashioned to call free 
love in as many directiors as 
possible: if you do not do these 
things—then you are not with 
it. And if you are not with it, 
man, you are out.—D.R.

Mao or Liu Expected for Kremlin Meet

HONGKONG (EP)—The Sino- 
Russian “Red summit” confer- 
ence, the first part of which was 
held in Peiping Sept. 31-Oct. 4, 
will continue in Moscow for its 
second and conclusive part 
around Nov. 7, the 42nd an- 
niversary of the Soviet Revolu- 
tion, usually well-informed 
quarters in Hongkong told this 
correspondent. 


Either party chairman Mao 
Tse-tung or government chair- 
man Liu Shao-chi is expected to 
lead the Chinese delegation to 
the Kremlin, these quarters 
predicted, 


The reason for the “silent 
farewell” in Peiping after the 
Mao-Khrushchev five-<lay tete-a- 
tete was the fact that the con- 
ference Was not ended, and both 
parties needed a recess to re 
examine their respective stand- 
points and meditate on the over- 
all world political panorama 
which the conclusions of their 
talks might well influence. Niki- 
ta Khrushchev even made a 
detour to Viadivostok to do the 
meditation. 

Political observers here feel 
that it if about time for chair- 
man Mao to pay a return visit 
to chairman Khrushchev even 
from the point of view of dip- 
lomatic etiquette and Commu- 
nist solidarity. 

Khrushchev has visited Mao 
three times already: in 1954 to 
attend the fifth anniversary of 
the founding of the Communist 
regime in China, this year to at- 
tend the 10th anniversary, and 
the four-day visit he paid to 
Peiping from the end of July to 
the beginning of August last 
year. The 1958 visit to China 
was his first one after assuming 
the Soviet Premiership, and the 
1959 visit was his second one 
as Premier. 

On the other hand, during the 
past 10 years chairman Mao has 
made only two trips to Russia, 
namely in 1949 to join the 70th 
birthday anniversary of Stalin. 
and in 1957 to attend the 40th 
anniversary of the Soviet (Rev- 
olution. 

Prior to Mao’s second visit to 
Moscow, the President of the 
Presidium of the USSR, Marshal 
Climent Voroshilov, paid an of- 
ficial visit to Red China. Since 
Khrushchev’'s assuming the So- 
viet Premiership, neither Mao 
nor Liu Shao-chi has visited 
Russia. As a matter of fact, 
Liu Shao-chi has not been in 
Russia since 1952, and as head 
of state Liu has never been out- 
side of China. 


During the Oct. 1 celebra- . 


tions, the head of state of Po- 
land, President Aleksander 
Zawadzki, had already tactfully 
paved the way in formally in- 
viting Liu Shao-chi to a state 


visit to Poland, and Liu had NAN 


promptly accepted. The most 
appropriate time for this visit 
will be after the 42nd anniver- 
sary of the October Revolution. 

Political observers here say 
that the Chinese delegation to 
Moscow this time would be led

Qualified circles enumerated 
the unfinished topics left by the 
Peiping portion of the bilateral 
Red summit conference as fol- 
lows:

Red China is be- 
lieved to have emphasized to 
Khrushchev that China would 
nat be responsible for any dis- 
cussions or conclusions in world 
summit conferences, if China is 
banned from participation. This 
view was reemphasized again 
just two days after Khrush- 
chev's departure from Peiping, 
in an article signed by Premier 
Chou En-lai and published by 
the People’s Dally. 


—Red China during the Pel- 
ping conference did not give 


Russia full-scale support to 
Khrushchev's universal  dis- 
armament appeal. Meanwhile 


Peiping has stepped up anti- 
American propaganda as if Mao 
and Co, are not exactly satisfied 
with the Khrushchev-Eisen- 
hower talks. China is under- 
stood to have demanded ade- 
quate guarantee and all kinds of 
conditions and assurances as re- 
gards universal disarmament. 
Without China’s full support, 
Khrushchev is fully aware of 
the certainty that the carpet 
would be pulled away from un- 
der the feet of his disarmament 
and peaceful coexistence pleas. 


—Red China finds it difficult 
to fully and honestly agree to 
Khrushchev's appeal for relaxa- 
tion of international tensions in 
the cold war. On the other 
hand, Red China needs the ten- 
sions. and even would try to 
create tensions if existing ten- 
sions are not enough to serve 
its purpose of driving the 650 
millions to a continual leap for- 
ward movement with greater 
patriotic zeal.

China and Russia today are 
urgentiy in need of immediate 
readjustments of their views 
and policies so as to harmonize 
their steps and attitudes in in- 
ternational affairs. The second 
portion of the Red summit con- 
ference, it seems to qualified 
circles no matter from which 
angie the situation is examin- 
ed cannot be further delayed to 
a later date than the coming 
November.
